The government officials here long have 
geen the danger of an attack by its neighbors 
in Asia, and they realized that in such a

This exact peril has often been pointed 
out by the more radical of the Australian 
statesmen, they hafing assumed that the 
southern trend of Japanese guthority has 
this as its ultimate aim. It even has been 
declared that the thousands of Japanese who 
are rushing into Austral are not moved 
by commercial instincts alone, but, when 
the proper time comes, would rise against the 
2 present government in support of the land 
= of their birth. 


That this fear has received at least some 
little official] recognition is shown by the 
statement of the minister of defense, Thomas 
Ewing. He said: 

“We feel that our future in the Pacific 
is bound up with that of the United States, 
and the proposed visit of the American fleet

Page 10, 
MOVEMENTS OF OCEAN STEAMSHIPS. 
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In many ot the churches it was found doors 
swing inwards, though the ordinande spe- 
cifically says that in all public buildings, such 
as schools, theaters, halls, and churches, all 
exist doors shall open outward. 

During church hours in the morning 
captains of fire companies went to the 
churches in their districts, inspected the 
exit doors, the fire protection arrangements, 
the seating capacity, and the ease with 
which the huildings could be emptied. 

In the evening churches which had not 
been visited during the morning underwent 
an examinetion. 

May Warn Pastors Today. 
The fire captains today will turn in te Chief 
Horan complete reports and recommenda- 
tions as to necessary changes. Not) at 
once will be served on pastors and trustees 
of churches found to be of faulty construc- 
tion, or where doors have been found locked. 
that the city ordinance must be complied 
with in the future. It is not expected any 
refusal will be met with. 
The investigation of the fire peril of 
churches was brought about by complaints 
received by Chief Horan frem members of 
different congregations, following closely 
after the inspection of school buildings by 
the fire department and Acting Building 
Commissioner Robert. Knight's office, when 
fifty school buildings were found with 
locked doors. 
It was asserted in many letters. that exits 
leading to fire escapes, even certain main 
entrance doors, were kept lockéd through- 
out services. In the larger churches, it wae 
said, congregations were obliged to leave 
the structure through one main door while 
other exits were kept locked. 


Many Behind Locked Doors. 


Chief Horan decided to inspect every 
church in the city and gave instructions to 
his captains. It is believed that in about 33 
per cent of the buildings examined during 
the day the congregations practically were 
locked in. 
Three churches out of twelve, according 
to the reports of fire captains, were found 
to have been careless in regard to the keep- 
ing of doors locked. i 
St. Mary’s Angelus church, Bloomingdale 
and Hermitage avenues, is a four story 
structure, with a seating capacity of 1,500. 
Church services are held on the second floor. 
At this church it Was found one-half of all 
the double doors Were locked throughout the 
service; storm doors at the main and side’ 
entrance swing inward. 
The Chureh of the Annunciation, Waban- 
sia avenue and Paulina street, also was 
reported to be violating the ordinance in re- 
gard to doers. This place of worship 
seats 1,000 persons. All doors, both inner 
and éutside exits, swing outward, but one 
front door was found locked and all the 
basement doors swing inward. It was recom- 
mended the doors in the basement be changed 
and the trustee notified to have all doors un- 
locked throughout all services. 
The Lithuanian church, on Wabansia ave- 
nue, between Marshfield avenue and Paulina 
street. with a seating capacity ot 300, has 
three exits leading from the pulpit room. 
One-half of each of the double doors were 
found barred. s 
No other violations were reported.

Some Church Buildings O. K. 


The Church of Notre Dame de Chicago, 
Oregon avenue and Sibley street, was investi- 
ated personally by Fire Marshal Horan. 
This church wag found to have complied 
with the regulatiotis in every respect. All 
doors. open outwardly and not even the rear 
basement doors were locked. 

Lieut. Barnes toured the churches in the 
district bounded by Sixteenth street, Twen- 
ty-sixth street, State street, and the river. 
In this locality, in which there are about 
twelve @hurches, not one wae fou with 
locked doors. In this district, the largest 
church is St. John's Catholic church. Every 
exit was found to be unlocked and could be 
opened easily. 

Capt. Downey inspected the churches in 
the district from Twelfth street to Eighteenth 
street, between the lake and the river. No 
violations of the city ordinance were found 
by the captain. In this district are St, 
Mary's (Paulist Fathers) church, and the 
Wabash Avenue Methodist church, besides 
nearly a dosen smaller structures. 
Investigation showed that the Cathedral 
of the Holy Name, North State and Superior 
streets, was well guarded as to danger from 
fire, all doors being unlocked and swinging 
outward. ~- 

The Second Presbyterian church, Twen- 
tieth and Michigan avenue, satisfied the fire 
captain inspector and was marked O, K.“

FINDS HAPPINESS IN HIS SIN 


Jere Knode Cooke, Eloping Pas- 
tor, Asks Only to Be Let Alone. 


STORY OF DOWNFALL TOLD. 


Ministry Unable to Fight Wicked Be 
cause Ignorant, He Says. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 15.—[{Special.}— 
Jere Knode Cooke, the unfrocked pastor of 
St. George's church at Hempstead, L. I., 
and Floretta Whaley, the girl with whom he 
eloped, with their child, are in new quarters 
in San Francisco. 

Cooke today wrote the story of his life. 
In it he said: 

J attempt no justification of my act. I 
walked to my own damnation with my eyes 
open. The church has damned me. The 
world has damned me. And damned I stand 
on the isolated peak of my love—happy. 
When I stooped to the mire of the pit I rose 
to the glory of the heights. 

“I am not weak enough to attempt to 
justify myself in the eyes of the world, know- 
ing the impossibility of such a procedure. 
The world has set out its path, which it de- 
clares must be trodden, and those who step 
from it as flagrantly and openly as I have 
done can never hope to regain the place in 
the line. That is lost. The ranks closed in 
and the world moved on. 


Death Will Prove the Right. 
“The question, however, is whether hap- 
piness lies in the beaten trail which the mil- 
lions follow or in, the forbidden land on 
either side. Bach must answer the question 
for himself. I have answered mine by my 
act. On my death bed-I shall discover who 
is right and who is wrong—the millions or 
myself. 

“In telling the story of my Ute I write as 
a sinner to sinners. Those who are in a posi- 
tion to cast the first stone will find my atti- 
tude illogical, but my knowledge of the world 
has convinced me that by the majority. I wil! 
be understood. 

Since coming out of the sacerdota} world 
and viewing life from the standpoint of one 
of the masses, I think I have begun to un- 
derstand why it is that the church finds 
iteelf falling behind; why in a Christian lang

Anarchy is simply a 
republican movement called by governments 
‘anarchism.’ Anarchists believe in the the- 
ory of no government regulation, of no laws. 
alleging that men will govern themselves. 

Anarchist assassins are of but two na- 
tionalities—the Russian and the Spaniard. 
In no other nations are they found. Jews 
are not assassins; neither are English, Amer- 
icans, nor Germans. 


“Our own system ot government is that 


the least government is the best. Things 
must be done voluntarily. Anarchists go a 
step farther and want no government at all. 
“The best things in the world are done 
out of humanity, not through legal compul- 
sion. If all men were perfect there would 
be no need of law, for there then would be no 
crime. Don't go out and call me an an- 
archist, for I'm not. 
The anarchistic doctrine is an ideal, but 
it can never be put in force.

“As soon as we get the head of the police 
our victory is sure. The thing is to kill the 
entire force. If not, they will kill us. 

When we are ready we must set fire to 
three or four houses on the outskirts, which 
will bring out the fire department and the 

ice. Then we will start a fire in the center 
of the city. This will be an easy thing to do, 
as the police and firemen will be on the out- 
skirts.’

Chicago Department Unites to 
Defend New Act from Weak- 
ening Amendments. 


REAL SAFETY ON STREETS 


Say This Is Psychological Mo- 
ment to Pass Measure Cut- 
ting Weapon Sales. 


Officials of the police department who for 


years have been hyngering for a rigid law 


governing the sale-add use of revolvers 
and other deadly weapons, believe the psy- 
chological moment for the passage of such a 
law has arrived. 

As a result, a united department stands 
behind the measure which will be sent to the 
council by the judiciary committee tonight— 
and a united department will fight the weak- 
ening amendments that threaten to creep 


into the proposed ordinance in the interest 


of the dealers. 

With the police, who are actuated Jargely 
by the interest of self-protection, is a large 
contingent of public spirited citizens who 
are anxious to make “ safety on Chicago's 
streets something more than a byword. 


Might Go Too Far. 

The situation, as it developed yesterday, 
admitted the possibility that in the hysteria 
of the moment, due to the recent anarchist 
outbreaks, an injustice might be done Chi- 
cago dealers in firearms and the mail order 
houses in other cities might profit as a conse- 
quence. Chief of Police Shippy, as well as 
members of the judiciary committee, ad- 
mitted this. But among the police who deal 
in their daily life with the criminal and prey- 
ing classes of the city, who have seen their 
fellows murdered, who have stood up against 
the weapons of crooks’ dozens of times, 
there is little sympathy for the dealers who 
for so many years have been supplying the 
criminals with their todis of trade. 

The details of the ordinance will be fought 
out on the council! floor. Mayor Busse, Chief 
Shippy, and Assistant Chief Schuettier have 
signified their approve: of the ordinance 
in a general way. The instructions that 
went down to the framers of the ordinance 
were short and to the point. 


Says “Let the Business Go.” 

* Give us an ordinance that will stop thiv 
promiscuous shooting, was what I was 
told,” said Ald. Foell, the member of the 
judiciary committee who framed the ordi- 
ance. And that is what we are trying to 
do. Certain big dealers have objected to 
some of the provisions, but we are satisfied 
the ordinance as it is will do a great deal 
more good than harm. 

“Some of the revolver and firearm busi- 
ness may be driven away from Chicago. 
We can get along without it. We have had 
too much in the past. 

“I am satisfied we have got down to the 
meat of the matter when we make those 
who wish to ca revolvers register their 
names and give their excuses to the police 
before they can get their permit, and when 


we place the fine for carrying revolvers with- 


out this permit at 5200.“ 
Easy to Trace Guns. 

Two other features of the ordinance which 
meet with the approval of the police de- 
partment are the requirement to have the 
sale number stamped on every weapon by 
the manufacturer and the obligation placed 
upon the city custodian to throw all confis- 
cated weapons into the lake or rifer. 

It was at first proposed to stamp the name 
of the dealer on every weapon 80 that t a 
criminal was found with one it could be 
determined where he bought it. This, it was; 
thought, would work an unnecessary hard- 
ship. Now, 
ber of every weapon is stamped on the steel. 
These revolvers are sold by the manufac- 
turers according to these serial numbers, and 
a quick investigation of the registered sales 
reveals what dealer made the purchase. This 
is expected to answer the purpose. 


Revolvers Return to Robbers. 

The duties of the custodian constitute a 
practical part of the problem. For years the 
revolvers taken away from thieves by the 
police are kept in the custodian’s office for a 
time and then either given away or resold 
to pawnshops. 

Thus an endless chain was kept up and 
the confiscated guns found their way into 
the hands of the criminals again. At the 
time of the recent police murders on the 
west side Chief Shippy took steps to have 
the city code in regard to the duties of the 
custodian changed to allow the custodian to 
take all the weapons in his possession and 
throw them into the lake. This is copied from 
the New York law. Wulle this is not a fea- 
ture of the ordinance, properly speaking, the 
amendment to the code is embodied in the 
general legislation on the subject. 


Schuettler Hits Pawnshops. 

Chief Shippy said he was not familiar with 
the details of the proposed ordinance. All 
that he wanted was to make it as difficult as 
possible for men who have no right to carry 
revolvers to procure them. Assistant Chief 
Schuettler said: 

The chief of police is the man who should 
decide the question as to who should have 
permits to carry revolvers. Of course, we 
know crooks always will have guns. If the 
ordinance is passed it will be Known among 
the fraternity there is a certain little shop 
in Joliet, or Evanston, or Hammond where 
guns can be secured and no questions asked. 

We will be troubled constantly in find- 
ing out what places are selling these weapons 
illegally. But unquestionably it will do 
much good. Let us have any law that will 
make it harder for the thieves to get guns 
and impossitje for a dope fiend or a drunken 

man to rush into a place and buy one on the 
spur of the moment. I think the ordinance 
ought to be amended so the small pawnshops, 
on the west and south sides particularly, 
would not be able to carry revolvers as a 
part of their regular stock. If the $5,000 
bond would do it we ought to require the 

nd. 
— were nearly 2,000 arrests by the 
police last year for carrying concealed weap 
ons. In many cases no fine was imposed. 
In others the judges fined the offenders $25 
or sent them to the bridewell. The majority 
ot those arrested were young men who were 
budding criminals, and in most cases pro- 
ucte of the west side bad lands. 

The most dangerous type of criminal that 
the police have to contend with is this kind. 
Many of them are dope flends, who, crazed 
for drugs, fare forth from the jungle and 


hunt down the innocent pedestrian in a 


shady spot. Resistance may mean death 
Inexperienced thieves are the first to shoot. 


KARL MARX’S MEMORY HONORED 


Socialists Hold Meeting at Which a 
Speaker from Milwaukee Makes a 
Sharp Attack on Anarchism. 


That many modern socialists do not un- 
derstand the differences between anarchy 
and socialism was lamented yesterday by 
Winfield Gaylord, a socialist. agitator from 
Milwaukee, in a speech at a March festival 
of Chicago socialists held at Brand’s hall. 
The meeting was a joint commemoration of 
the March days in Berlin in the revolution 
of 1848 and the Paris commune of 1871, and 
of the death of Karl Marx, which took place 
March 14, 1888. 

Mr. Gaylord said Marx pointed out that 
socialism, as the name indicates, Is Social 
and communistic, while anarchy is radically 
individualistic. He said ‘he socialists should 
understand and emphasize this difference. 

The program of the afternoon and even- 
ing included songs, recitations, speeches, and 
a one act drama in German. Gaylord’s speech 
was the only address in English. Three pic- 
tures of Marx, draped in red, adorned the 
platform, and bunting of the same color 
formed the only other decoration in ‘the 
room. About 200 men, women, and children 
were present, sitting at small tables and 
drinking beer. Most of the men wore their 
hats in sturdy defiance of “ capitalistic con- 
ventions,”” and smoked until the air was 
blue. The festival ended with a dance.

New York, March 15.—[Special )—John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. has formed a bible class or- 
ganization which promises to include all the 
bible classes tn the country. 

The first meeting of the new association 
will be heid in the auditorium of the Fifth 
Avenue Baptist church, the Rockefeller 
church, on Friday evening, April 8 Nearly 
every great bible classfin New York will 
send a representative. Among those al- 
ready pledged are those of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Presbyterian church, the Brick church, 
the Broadway tabernacle, and the Calvary 
ene My church. 

It is Mr. Rockefeller’s belief that purity 
of the men of the future depends upon the 
bible classes more than upon the church, 
He is in favor of having every bible class 
adopt the “big orother plan of work, 
which has produced such successful results 


in the Rockefeller class. 


How “Big Brother“ Plan Works. 


The plan is both simple and effective. Each 
member of the class pledges himself to act 
as a big brother to one or more unfortunate 
young fellows whose environment is such 
as to prevent them rising from their sphere 
in lite. 

The dig brother has to advise, teach, 
and help his charge in every manner possi- 
ble. At the present time every young man 
turned out of the chfidren's court is taken 
in charge a dig brother who guides 


| him into the right path as he sees it. 


Mr. Rockefeller believes in a more prac- 
tical Christianity than that expounded by 
the average church. He believes men should 
be helped, not by gifts of money, but by 
the practical help one brother can extend 
to another, 

Every Boy to Have Brother.“ 

If Mr. Rockefeller’s plans are adopted 
every lad in the country will eventually have: 
a “big brother.“ The experience of one 
dig brother in the Hells Kitchen district 
is a practical example of the plan. He was 
assigned to see a boy who was to be ar- 
raigned at the children’s court on a charge of 
larceny. The “big brother in this in-’ 
stance was a lawyer. His first welcome was 
to go and chase yourself.“ 

The young lawyer asked the court to pa- 
role the boy to him for ten days, which was 
done. Two evenings a week the big 
brother spent with his charge. The big 
brother has obtained a position for him 
and for one of his brothers. Instead of hang- 
ing around the street corners at night they 
have joined the church literary societies. 


CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH 
ABOLISHES ITS CREED. 


Members at Augusta, Me., Are the First 
in the. Denomination to Take Such 
Action. 


Augusta, Me., March 15.—[Special.}—An- 
nouncement was made from the pulpit of the 
South Parish Congregational church today 
that by unanimous vote the church creed has 
been abolished. As far as known, this is the 
first church in the denomination to take 
such action.

Many worthy Christian people, who pro- 
fess faith in Jesus Christ, and who would be 
helped in their efforts to live Christian lives, 
are now kept out of the church by the de- 
mand that they subscribe to believe in things 
they do not believe. Christ had Peter 
as a disciple two years before he asked Peter 
what he believed, and why should we not ac- 
cept Christ's test of discipleship rather than 
creed?

Methodist Congregation Adopts Resolu- 
tions Commending Rejection of Sun- 
day Closing Question from Ballot.

Lone Bandit Gets Away with the

Nowata, Okla.. March 15.—{Special.j—A 
posse of five today started in a long chase 
after the three outlaws who last night looted 
the dank at Tyro, Kas. The officers found 
their enemy before they were expecting them 
and came back, minus three rifies, a horse— 
and the bandits.

Oriental Limited Is Robbed. 


Spokane, Wash., March 15.—[Special.]—in 
the guise of a postoffice inspectgr a bandit 
obtained admittance to the postal car on the 
Great Northern Oriental limited at Bonners 
Ferry, Idaho, early this morning, overpow- 
ered the clerks, and rifled the registered 
mail pouch. 

Then during the remainder of the run to 
Spokane, which required over six hours 
riding, the-robber received the mail at the 
three stations where the train stopped and 
threw off the paper mail. Just before the 
train entered the yards of Spokane he leapoa 
from the car and with his booty in a small 
satchel escaped. 

Six registered mall sacks were cut and 
their contents rifled. All were for points 
on the coast, the sacks for Spokane not 
being disturbed. It is not known how much 
money and other valuables be obtained. 

Afier the train reached Spokane. John 
Nystruen, one of the postal elerks. was 
found locked in the clothes closet, while 
Benjamin Siumpf, the other, was under the 
table with a jumper drawn over his head 
and his hands bound with a clothesline. 

The mail clerks tell of the kindhearted 
acts by the robber. Locked in the small 
closet, Nystruen almost suffocated and 
pleaded with the robber to allow him some 
fresh air. The bandit responded willingly, 
and, leaving the door ajar about an inch, 
secured it with a piece of rope. Twice later 
he inquired how Nystruen was feeling. When 
Stumpf remonstrated with his captor that 
the cords which bound him were cutting into 
his wrists, the robber generously loosened 
them and made other efforts to make his 
victim comfortable.

High officials here say thet it was be- 
cause of this agreement, antedating the 
Angto-Japanese alliance, that Sir Claude 
MacDonald, British ambassador in Tokio, 
used his influence to persude Japan to aban- 
don its warlike attitude. 


Danger of War Passed. 

Mac Donald's conciliatory efforts have been 
successful and the danger ot a conflict be- 
tween the two nations involved in the trou- 
ble has evaporated. The Chinese board of 
foreign affairs has agreed to release the 
steamer, to salute the Japanese flag, and 
punish those responsible for the seizure of 
the vessel. 

China will purchase the munitions of war 
which were seized with the Tatsu Maru, 
thus preventing them from falling into the 
hands of the Chinese revolutionists, to whom 
it was China's contention they were con- 
signed. :

The success of the Waltz Dream in Lon- 
don and New York has led Frohman to plan 
an opening here of that operetta.

The success of Sherlock Holmes at the 
Theatre Antoine, Which will probably run 
all summer, brought a contract for the pro- 
duction here of “ Brewster's Millions.” 

The adaptation will be made by Pierre de 
Courcelles, who arranged Sherlock. He is 
known in the states as the author of Two 
Vagrants.”” All of Gillette’s plays will be 
produced here.” Gillette is writing a work 
in which he will appear for Frohman in 
America next season 

Maude Adams success in the Bernhardt 
play “ The Jesters,” produced in Paris under 
the title of Les Bouffons,” led to an ar- 
rangement for another poetical play for the 
actress. 

While here Frohman arranged for por- 
tions of the scenery for Ethel Barrymore’s 
Shakspearean production of “As You Like 
It,“ which win be seen In America next 
season. She will join Frohman here in 
June to complete the work. The production 
will De a novelty from the fact that por- 
tions will be designed in England, France, 
and America, while the players who will 
support Miss Barrymore wil be from the 
states and London. 

Among the contracts Frohman takes back 
are those with Paul Gavault; author of 
“My Wife,” in collaboration with Michael 
Morton, the American playwright, and a 
new play by De Flers and Caillavet, which 
they will write this summer for Marie Doro. 

A contract with Francis de Croisset for a 
new play he has just finished goes to Froh- 
man for all English speaking countries. 


French Tired of Sex Play. 

Regarding the production of Peter Pan 
in Paris with a company of seventy from 
London, Frohman eaid: . 

That's merely a matter of waiting for the 
end of the run.

VITAL IN RESCUE WORK. 


Transfer of Navy Gunboat Vicks- 
burg First Move Under 


i. 
New Order. 


Washington, D. C., March 15.—[Special. ]— 
Legislation now being devised for enactment 
by congress will result in a ready made ship 
an addition to the revenue cutter serv- 
ice within a few months. The navy gun- 
boat Vicksburg is to be turned over to the 
treasury department's navy and put into 
Service on the Pacific coast. 

Judging from the rigorous work in the 
Ute saving line that is at present being im- 
posed upon the revenue cutter Thetis, the 
vessel will come in handy in the Pacific 
COast and Alaska service. The six cutters 
At present in that service do not seem to 
be adequate to discharge all of the duties 
that are imposed upon them and the ac- 
quisition of the 1,000 ton Vicksburg from 
the navy will be welcomed by the service. 


Outgrows Usefulness in Navy. 


The Vicksburg is a craft of 12 foot draft 
and 12.71 knots speed. It was built for 
the navy in 1895, having been authorized 
by the Fifty-third congress, at an expense 
of $229,000. The boat practically has out- 
Srown its usefulness as a naval vessel, but 
ig excellently fitted for patrol work along 
the Pacific coast and in Alaskan waters. 
Legislation by congress is necessary to se- 
cure transfer of a vessel from one service 
to another, and therefore congress will be 

ed to enact the necessary law before ad- 
Sourrnment., Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ary Beekman WintHrop, who has charge of 
the revenue cutter service, is preparing to 
lay the matter before a certain member of 
the house. — 

The strenuous work of the revenue cutters 
Thetis and Mohawk in saving lives durirg 
the last two weeks probably will convince 
Congress in short order that the transfer is 
advisable. The Thetis has just left Seattle 
on its second voyage to Alaska to bring away 
shipwrecked people who ve been cast 
away on a bleak island in the waters of the 
North Pacific. 

Scarcely two weeks ago it was ordered to 
Wakutat bay Ao bring off the survivors of 
the wreck of a Japanese schooner who were 
cast upon a desolate and rocky shore when 
their vessel broke up. Members of the party, 
suffering frightful hardships, were found znd 
taken to Sitka for care and treatment. While 
the Thetis was on the journey back to Seat- 
tle news of another disaster in the north 
Pacific reached the treasury department at 
Washington. Instructions were wired (o 
Beattie for the Thetis to turn about imme- 
@iately on arrival and proceed to the res- 
cue of fifteen persons who are reported to 
have landed upon an outlying isiand. The 
Thetis again proceeded northward and 14 
now plowing the icy seas on another er- 
rand of mercy. 

Mohawk in Rescue Work. 

The revenue cutter Mohawk yesterday re- 
turned to New Bedford, Mass., bringirg 
fotty-one persons from the wreck of the 
British steamer Sylvia, which left New York 
a few days ago for Halifax, N. S., and ran 
on a ledge on Vineyard sound. When news 
of the disaster reached the treasury depart-

NEGRO’S SHOT. STARTS ROW. 


Official Fatally Hurt Making Arrest 
and Whites Seek Revenge. 


Dixon, Ky., March 15.—The fatal wound- 
ing of Deputy Marshal Smith Childers by 
Jake McDowell at Providence, Ky., las“ 
evening almost precipitated a race war and 
was the indirect cause of two traveling men, 
P. B. Carter and J. B. Barry, being shot 
Carter may die. 

The men were shot from ambush by ne- 
groes while driving between Dixon and 
Providence with two other drummers. The 
negroes labored under the impression that 
the quartet were members of a mob pur- 
suing McDowell. 


Bloodhounds Used in Chase. 


Deputy Marshal Childere was wounde! 
while attempting to arrest McDowell. The 
negro was caught and hurried to Dixon. A 
mob of whites was formed and negroes near 
Providence, hearing of this, armed thetm- 
gelves and lay in wait. They mistook the 
traveling men for the advance guard of the 
mob. 

McDowell after being brought to Dixon 
was taken to Henderson. The mob arrived 
at Dixon at 2 a. m. today, and, learning that 
McDowell was beyond their reach, set out 
with bloodhounds in search of the negroes 
‘who fired on the traveling men. They 
scoured the country till daylight, but were 
unsuccessful. 


Four Negroes Arrested. 


In the meantime officers had arrested Wi'l 
McDowell, a cousin of Childers’ aseailact; 
Tom Faqua, Tom Miller, and another negro, 
and conveyed them to the Henderson jali, 
where they are held to face charges of shoot- 
ing the drummers.

Children should 
be taught to go to sleep at sundown ora little 
later, but the bedtime hour should be never 
later than 7 o'clock. 

A healthy child should sleep from 7 to 7 
with a 10 o'clock feeding to last all night.

May Corn Makes New Record for Crop 
Oats Shorts Bid Up Prices.

Millers Show Disposition to Buy. 

Millers showed a strong disposition to buy 
en the break, especially those in the south 
and southeast, and large sales were reported 
on the extreme decline. This had a markedly 
helpful effect on sentiment, inducing the re- 
instatement of long lines, and active short 
covering. The milling demand did not follow 
the extreme advance, but a growing inquiry 
was reported which augured well for tha 
material reduction of available stocks here 
before the end of the season. 

Some of the large elevator interests, which 
now control the bulk of the cash wheat in 
store here, are not offering any of their 
supplies, anticipating larger premiums in 
the near future. Most of the wheat in store 
here is now in special bins and held at stitt 
prices. In the southwest stocks are being 
deplenished quite rapidly, and St. Louis re- 
ports that practically all of their supplies 
have been sold for shipment. Omaha re- 
ported continued good sales to the northwest 
and also to Sputheastern millers. 


Receipts Continue Heavy. 


Receipts in all sections, but particularly in 
northwest, have continued large, and 
dave been sufficient to supply the current 
milling needs, the sales around the dollar 
mark on the advance of a few days ago hay- 
ing been considerable. The free offerings on 
the advance were taken as substantial vi- 
dence that reserves on the farm are still 
large, but it also serves to indicate that farm- 
ers are their own judges of the market, and

old. Hard winter wheat has been offered 
freely in the local market, and millers in 
different sections reported free purchases in 
their own territory. Primary arrivals were 
3,400,000 bu, compared to 2,671,000 bu the 
previous week, and 4,053,000 bu for the cor- 
responding week a year ago. 

Several of the accredited crop experts 
have been in the fleld southwest on the look- 
out for green bugs and other natural ene- 
mies of the wheat plant, and their reports 
have been all optimistic, but private reports 
have indicated that farmers were becoming 
alarmed in some sections over the threat- 
ened swarming of the little pest that did 
% much damage last year. The climatic 
@enditions have been much more favorable 
this year, however, and the plant is gen- 
ally stated to be strong, with a good stand 
and well able to withstand all ordinary dan- 
gers. B. W. Snow, the crop expert, says the 
stand is excellent, with no signs of bugs, and 
§eferal prospects excellent. 


Crop Reports Generally Optimistic. 

Foreign conditions have been bearf®h, but 
bave ceased to have any effect on this mar- 
ket. The bulls assert that we have already 
sold more than our surplus, and the govern- 
ment farm reserve figures seem to substan- 
tlate this to a large extent, if the estimates 
of low stocks in country elevators made by 
private houses are correct. In any event it 
is generally admitted that with a fair rate 
of exports between now and the first of 
July the carry over into the next crop will 
be much less than it has been in a number of 
years.

STOCK LIST IS ON UP GRADE 


Beginning of Week Finds Many 
Railway Issues Higher. 


BUYING MOVEMENT GROWS. 


‘ 
Money Market Unchanged—Discoun 
Rates Abroad Easier.

NEW YORK, March 15.—{Special.]—The 


preliminary signa of a definite turn in the 
movement of prices which were repeated 
day by day throughout three weeks of al- 
most complete stagnation in trading ani 
stubborn resistance to unfavorable newy 
developmente were followed last week by a 
emart rise on the stock exchange. 

The advance was unchecked eave for 
trifling irregularities on one or two occasion. 
under the influence of profit taking, and at 
the close of the week the average price of 
twenty active railroad stocks was three 
points or so above the corresponding figure 
of the previous week. The movement was 
entirely professional in character. 


Cliques Busy in Market. 

It was obvious at all times that cliqucs 
were busy here and there through the mar- 
ket in their favorite stocks, and that traders 
were working with equal vigor for the rise. 
As it progressed there was an expansion of 
buying power due for the most part to par- 
ticipation by the clientéle of brokerage 
houses which had abstained from specula- 
tion during the period of marked dullness. 
On one day the volume of transactions ap- 
proximated 1,000,000 shares. 

The much discussed Union Pacific “ dis- 
tribution plan was brought forth and 


made to do such service that the stock itselit 


rose five points in a single day. But the ex- 
treme interest had to do with the report that 
President Roosevelt was endeavoring to 
bring about an increase of traffic charges 
by the railroads sufficient to permR tae 
country’s lines to maintain wages at present 
levels. This ig the first time in several years 
that any act or intention of Mr. Rooseve't 
has provided ammunition for bullish stock 
operators and is deserving of mention for 
that fact alone. 


Factors in Rate Problem. 


Enthusiasm over the president's reported 
intention to permit the railroads to increase 
rates in order to avoid wage reductions was 
short lived, for closer inspection made it 
clear that whatever might be the president's 
intentions there were to be considered also 
the notions of shippers and of state 
railroad authorities. It has been estimated 
that the freight biil of one corporation alone 
would be enlarged by $10,000,000 if the sug- 
gested 10 per cent Increase in traffic charges 
were permitted. 

Money markets underwent small change 
last week. Rates here were unaffected by 
the return to government of between 57,000, 
000 and $8,000,000 Df United States deposits, 
while abroad discounts at important centers 
were easier, particularly so in London, where 
the Bank of England made an exception- 
ally strong return on Thursday. 

The success of the $5,000,000 offering of 
New York state 4 per cent bonds, the iseue 
being sixteen times oversubscribed, shows 
clearly that-the accumulation of money is 
forcing investments, although thus far cau- 
tiously and in the highest class of securities. 


May Cut Discount Rate.

Trade in Wholesale Lines. 

Seasonable weather has stimulated busi- 
ness in all lines of commerce the last week, 
and the number of outside buyers at dis- 
tributing centers has shown a gratifying in- 
crease. Besides more voluminous buying it 
was noted that better qualities were sought, 
while cheap materials of all kinds were in- 
clined to drag. Merchants continue to show
